Seven Year Search Ends 
in New York. 
A seven years’ search for the mur- 
derer of his sister yesterday ended 
when Peter Houvouros, restaurant 
owner of 2535 North Kedzie avenue, 
Chicago, found George Mavrogean, 24 
years old, in New York city, and caused 
his arrest.

“Rents are coming down,” was the 
report that came from the city build- 
ing department yesterday following 
analysis of figures that showed that 
2,749 new homes, which. will cost 
$19,000,000, are now under construc- 
It 
was qualified by the statement that 
the reduction would’ not be general 
until October, when buildings now un- 
der way would be completed. How- 
ever, Officials of the department say 
that partial relief might be expected 
this spring. 

Coupled with the prediction from’ 
the building department came one 
from the Own Your Home ex posi- 
tion, which closed yesterday. Exhibi- 
tors de¢lared that the show had proved 
the middle west to be on the eve of 
an unprecedented era of activity in the 
building line. They predict a building 
boom unheard of in normal times fol- 
lowing the settling of the weather. 
More than 100,000 persons visited the 
exposition during the week. 


Based on a Month’s Permits. 

The report of the building depart- 
ment was made by Commissioner Bos- 
trom and is based on the — is- 
in March. 

The need of more homes is leaping 
barriers created by labor and material 
asserted Commissioner 
Bostrom. “ When, in spite of conditions, 
Chicago spends $19,000,000 in a month 
fér buildings, no mah éan estimate 
what 1 happen when conditions ap- 
proach normal. It is enough to say 
that the boom will be the greatest in 
the city’s history.” 

The $19,333,900 wort of permits 
issued last month is one-sixth of the 
value of the buildings represented by 
permits during 1921; it is one-fourth 
of the 1920 business, and 55° per cent 


of the business of 1918, when building | 


slumped. 

Permits for 409 new apartment build- 
ings, containing 2,413 flats, were issued 
in March, That is more than were 
issued in January and February put 
together. 

Big Increase Shown. 

In the first quarter of 1922 permits 
for new residences and apartments 
numbered 5,693. There: were only 
6,487 such permits issued during the 
entire twelve months of 1920.. In 1921, 
with high rents. calling to investors, 
the figure was 10,870. 

Twelve months of building at the 
March rate would give Chicago 32,988 
new homes. The total cost of the bufld- 
ings would be $228,000,000. Heretofore, 
the record expendfture for buildings of 
all types in a year was $123,000,000 and 
the greatest number of permits was 
11,409, issued in 1910.

Murder Owners; Steal Lands. 


It is pointed out that the Spanish 
properties were not seized until after 
Spain had recognized Obregon. Then 
Spaniards in the country were killed 
and their lands taken. The situation 
today is so bad that the Spanish min- 
ister is leaving Mexico in disgust. 
Italy, too, was promised much and 
given little. 

Opinion is practically unanimous 
among Americans in Mexico that the 
Obregon government should not be 
recognized until a treaty guaranteeing 
property rights has been signed. This 
cannot be done until the new Mexican 
congress meets next September, and 
by that time Obregon may have sup- 
port enough to permit him to take 
such action. 

At present he cannot sign such a 
treaty without arousing fury among 
the elements who form his chief sup- 
port, the laborers and radicals. He 
has made the statement to friends 
that he would not last thirty days as 
president if he capitulated to the 
United States in this matter. 

The present extensive propaganda 
appears to be aimed at. bringing suf- 
ficient pressure on President Harding 
and Secretary Hughes to get them to 
change their minds and grant recogni- 
tion without written guarantees or in 
advance of such a treaty. Many propa- 
ganda agents are in the United States.

New York, April 1.—(Special.}—Rob- 
ert B. Roasevelt Jr., 23, second cousin 
of the late Theodore Roosevelt, died 
today as the result of having been 
struck Friday night by 4 private bus 
operated in the municipal service su- 
pervised by the bureau of plants and 
structures, according to the police. 

Roosevelt was picked up and removed 
to Knickerbocker hospital. There was 
some mystery as to his injuries until 
midnight tonight, when detectives ar- 
rested David Zalkin, 27, a bus driver. 
and charged him with homicide. 

The autopsy indicated that the ac- 
cident might not have been serious 
except for the fact that the skull of the 
victim was only half as thick as, the 
ordinary skull. It was practically 
what is called a “ paper skull,” which 
is possessed by about one person in 
16,006, and is susceptible to fracture 
by blows or ‘pressure which might not 
be dangerous in the case of the ordi- 
nary person., 

The dead man was a grandson of the 
late R. B. Roosevelt, a United States 
minister to Holland and a brother of 
the father of ex-President Roosevelt. 
During the war he served as an ensign 
in the naval air service. He is sur- 
vived by a widow and a baby, 2 months 
old.

600,000 Men Out Is

LARGE AMOUNT 
COAL MINED 
IN FINAL SPORT 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT |] 
Washington, D. C., April 1.—[Spe- 
cial.J]—A final spurt of activity in an- 


ticipation of the strike carried pro- 
duction of soft coal up to 11,437,000 
tons in the week ended March 25, 
according to the weekly report of the 
geological survey. The output was 
the largest recorded since December, 
1920, and exceeded by nearly 400,000 
tons the lesser peak reached last Oc- 
tobr when consumers anticipated a pos- 
sible railroad strike. Production was 
still far short of what the mines can 
produce and the railroads transport, 
for in the last week before the great 
coal strike of 1919 a total of 13,140,000 
tons was recorded. 

8,300,000 Tons Used Weekly. 

As the present rate of consumption 
and shipment abroad is not more than 
8,300,000 tons a week, the output in the 
wesk of March 25 provided at least 
3,000,000 tons to be added to consumers’ 
stock piles. This confirms the geo- 
logical survey's forecast that stocks 
in the hands of consumers would reach 
63,000,000 tons by April 1. 

Like bituminous coal, the production 
of anthracite increased sharply dur- 
ing the week of March 25. The rail- 
roads serving the anthracite region 
loaded 40,065 cars, as against 36,459 in 
the week preceding.

Relative to stocks and consumption 
the geological survey says:

By April 
1, considering the rate at which coal] 
has beén, leaving the mines recently, 
this reserve must have increased to 
at least 63,000,000 tons, perhaps more. 
The quantity on hand April 1 is there- 
fore equal to the maximum reached at 
thé end of the war. 

“At the rate of consumption pre 
vailing in January and February the 
reserve on March 1 was suffcient to 
last forty-three days if evenly divided. 

“But the stocks are never evenly 
divided. In every community there 
are consumers who store virtually no 
coal, and in some entire states the av- 
erage stocks is much lower than in 
others. 

“Anthracite ig stored commercially 
in three places—in retail coal yards, 
on the upper lake docks, and in the 
storage yards of the producers. Re- 
tail coal dealers’ stocks on March 1 
were about the same as a year ago, 
but much larger than in 1919 and 
1920."’

Strike May Lead to Public 
Ownership of Mines--Borah 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—The coal strike may force the 
public to try the experiment of public 
ownership of the mines, in the opinion 


of Senator Borah of Idaho, chairman 
of the senate committee on labor, un- 
less the whole coal industry is speed- 
ily reorganized in the interest of the 
public. 

Senator Borah in a statement today 
declared that the strike will force a 
reckoning not alone between operators 
and the miners but between the coal 
industry and the public. The industry 
cannot continue under its present sys- 
tern of operation and management. 

Before the house investigating com- 
mittee today, predictions of a speedy 
settlement of the strike through state 
agreements between operators and 
miners were made by A. M. Ogle, an 
Indiana operator and vice president of 
the National Coal association, who in- 
sisted that the public need have no 
fear of inconvenience because of the 
great industrial controversy. 


Must Consider Public. 


“If the coal industry is not reorgan- 
ized in the interest of the public,” Sen- 
ator Borah said, “then it will be up 
to the public to try the experiment of 
public ownership. I do not underesti- 
mate the task which the public will 
assume when it undertakes this, but 
I doubt very much if the public wit 
much longer submit to the presen 


“Take one item in this chaotic in- 
dustry, and that is the problem of ir- 
regular employment. The average 
bituminous mine runs about 200 or 
possibly 215 days out of 365. These 
unproductive hour® are sheer waste. 

“ Either labor or the consuming pub- 
lic must pay this, tur a glance at the 
profits discloses that the operators take 
no part of it.” 

Ogle Sees No Cause for Worry: 

Vice President Ogle of the National 
Coal association told the house com- 
mittee on labor that the public need 
have no fear of inconvenience or hard- 
ship on account of the strike. Mr. Ogle 
declared that with increased produc- 
tion from nonwhion mines in prospect, 
together with unusually lagge stocks 
of coal on hand, there will be sufficient 
coal toAst indefinitely. 

Mr. Ogle expressed the belief that 
eventually the opera and miners 
will reach agreements by states. He 
said there was'no possibility of a joint 
conference covering the entire central 
competitive field. 

“The country need have no con- 
cern about the coal supply,” Mr. Ogle 
said. ‘‘A very large stock is on hand

Rallying to. the défense of the country against 
the false economy of the “little army” men in 
congress who would jeopardize our security by re- 
ducing the army to 115,000 men, Gen. Pershing and 
Gen. Harbord, the two greatest active military 
authorities in the United States, declare such Te- 
ductions would be disastrous. » 

Further, Gen. Pershing declares that the size 
of the peace garrisons recommended for Hawaii 
and the Panama Canal Zone is the minimum with 
which their missions can be performed, That is 
the view of our foremost military authority. He 
elaborates it as follows: “The controlling factor 
in determining the strength of our overseas gar- 
risons is the military value of these outposts in the 
general scheme of defense of continental United 
States in the event of wary ‘ 


In other words, these defenses are vital to the 
safety of the.United States. Therefore they should 
not only be defended, but should be made im- 
pregnable. Anything less subjects us unnecessari- 
ly to danger. If the Canal Zone were reduced by 
a hostile power, and the American fleet cut off 
from the place of need, we would be ruiped. If 
Hawaii- were lost the canal would be open to at- 
tack from an advanced base. It is clear that both 
Hawaii and the Canal Zone should be adequately 
protected. By the same token we should have an 
equally impregnable base in the West Indies from 
which to defend the eastern approach to the canal 
as Pearl Harbor now defends the western ap- 
proach. The situation and the necessary tactics 
Pare rudimentary in their simplicity. Yet the “ little 
army” men oppose their penny pinching to such 
authority.

Britain, and Japan, agreed upon at the recent inter- 
‘national conference in Washington. It would make 
that ratio more nearly 5-8-2%, with the United 
States on the short end. It js out of ling with any 
sane. program of national defense. If cutting down 
the army’ means cutting off our premiums on one 
insurance policy, cutting down the navy means 
eliminating virtually all our ingurance. We would 
have nothing left better than funeral insurance. 


$29,000,000 STRAYED. 


Washington dispatches quote Secretary Mellon 
bis stating that the treasury records fail to show 
receipt of $29,000,000 war profits alleged; in a sup- 
posedly authoritative book, entitled “The Truth 
About Henry Ford,” to have been turned over to the 
government. The secretary also notes that the in- 
ternal revenue department's examination of the 
Ford books with a view to determining war profits 
has reached no conclusion; that no deduction from 
regular contract pricee for motor materials fur- 
nished the war department was made; that no de- 
duction from the regular contract prices on Ford's 
eagle boats was made; that there is no evidence of 
any kind available in Washington of any donations 
in any form made by Mr. Ford in connection with 
government war contracts. | a 3 
y Of course, record of such donation or donations 
may yet be uncovered in a dusty drawer or dark 
vault in the treasury department. If the gift has 
not been made, “The Truth About Henry Ford” 
would appear to contain some falsehood. 

Bere is just a chance that Mr. Ford intended | 
to make the gift, but overlooked it in the rush of 
business. If that is the case, he can still uphold 
the veracity of the man who chronicled his benefi- 
ence by sending in the $29,000,000. The sum may 
be so small as to have escaped the notice of Mr. 
Ford or his secretary, but. we venture to say it 
will not be overlooked twice by Secretary Mellon.

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SHOOT EIGHT IN 
BELFAST. AFTER 
~ POLICEMAN DIES 


| Reprisals Carried Out in 


Sinn Fein Area.

BELFAST, April 1.—Following the 


murder by snipers of Constable George 


. Turner there was heavy firing in one

COLLAR. 


EW YORK.—[Special Corre 
spondence. }—Collars are seldom 

the interested object of a man's 

attention, except when street 
car advertisements stare him in the 
face and he wonders whether he can 
leok like the Adonis portrayed should 
te buy a collar like the one in the ad- 
vextierment, or at such times as he 
looks over nis stock of accessories and 
finds that his neckwear must be re- 
plenished. Then he goes to a store and 
finds a most varied assortment from 
which he must pick his half dozet: or 
so of collars. 


For the number of collars on the 
market in this modern world of ours 
is stupendous, Every occa de- 
mands a separate style, and of"every 
style there are countless models of- 
fered by the different manufacturers 
of collars who vie with each other in 
the creation of something new, both in 
fashion and comfort. 

But, interesting as this may be to 

contemplate, if you stop to think about 
it, it is far more fascinating to con- 
sider how this portion of a man’s cos- 
tume has evolved from the neck 
adornment of past centuries. Although 
as far back as the Romans, who used 
chin cleths for protection of necks 
and throats, men have worn some form 
of collar, both for necessity and deco- 
ration, it is the growth of the collar in 
England and this country which is of 
greatest interest to us. 
» From the sixteenth century, when 
the first intimation of a distinct col- 
lar appeared, down through several 
hundred years, what corresponds to 
the modern collar and necktie, two 
separate articles, was so closely re- 
lated that a history of the development 
of one or the other cannot be treated 
alone. 

After the first stage of covering the 


‘ throat loosely with fine starched linen 


cloth there was always a collar on the 
shirt, but until the last century, when 
collars and ties became separated, this 
shirt collar was merely a foundation. 
concealedjin turn beneath ruffs, bands, 
cravats, and stocks. Ruffs were first 
small, surmounting collars of jackets, 
but they gradually became larger, so 
huge, in fact, that at one time, during 
the reign of Queen Mary, it was neces- 
sary to make a law forbidding the use 
of more than a yard and a half of ma- 
terial in the making of a ruff. Ruffs 
were stiffened, and were in fashion as 
long as the hair was worn short. After 
1630 they were rarely seen, but were 
supplanted by what were called bands, 


which bore a much closer resemblance 


to the modern collar than anything 
seen so far. 

There were two kinds of bangs— 
standing and turn-over. It is interest- 
ing to note that we have the same two 
ideas in our modern neckwear, the 
stand-up collar used for dress clothes 
and the turn-over collar of ordinary 
attire. These bands were to a great 
extent edged with lace or embroidered, 
and were made of cambric, lawn, or 
linen, starched. 

Superseding these bands came the 
cravat, the term being -a corrupttion of 
a croat, so called because of the neck- 
cloths worn by a regiment of Croats 
arriving in France, and which caused 
such admiration that they were widely 
imitated. These cravats, unlike the 
modern article of the same name, were 
at first falls of plaited lace, with a 
bind of lawn around the neck. At the 
end of the eighteenth century they had

called stocks. 

The stock survives to the present 
day, taking the place of a collar and 
tie upon occosions of informality such 
as riding, lounging around the house, 
etc. During the first half of the nine- 
teenth century they were the most 
important form of neckwear among 
fashionable dressers. But always con- 
temporary to these there was the de- 
velopment of the simpler form, similar 
to the modern collar, a growth pos- 
sibly, from the plain bands worn by the 
earliest settlers in this country. 

The collars of the early nineteenth 
century were all attached to the shirt, 
until in 1827, collar history tells us,

HT apron shown here, pattern No. 

1327, is another of the coverall 
AL type, especially easy to slip on 

It will make a charming 
chafing dish costume. The pattern 
comes in one plece from the front hem 
to the back hem—nothing could be sim- 
pier. Try it on before laying it on 
the material, to be sure that the length, 
after the hems are in, will be satis- 
factory. For women with the same 
bust measure, for instance, would re- 
quire various lengths. 

Sateen, galatea, or some light weight 
material, such as percale, gingham, or 
cotton crépe would make up well. An 
attractive finish for all edges except 
the hems would be bias bindings in 


some contrasting color. . 
There is one pocket And the belt is 
made to cross and fasten in the middle 
front. After the apron.is finished put 
it on and adjust the belt just right: 


then have some one put pins in the | 


apron and belt at the points where the 
belt goes over the apron at the under 
arm edges of the front and back. There 
will be four pins in the belt and four 
in the apron. Sew snaps—small ones 
—to the places indicated, and snap the 
belt to the apron. These will keep the 
belt where it belongs. 


Pattern No. 1320 is one of those 
smart coat dresses, appropriate for 
tricotine, or one of the soft 
twills, or it would look equally well 
made of a heavy cotton material—ra- 
tine, chuda cloth, or. something simi- 
lar. 

The pattern gives a separate guimpe, 
into which the sleeves are sewed, and 
these may be made long or short. The 
guimpe at the waist line is furnished 
with an elastic to hold it in place. 
The opening is down the back, allow- 
ance being made for hems there. 

The dress part is not difficult. 
front edges are hemmed and the bot- 
tom also. The armholes and fronts 


above the waist line are finished with 


facings. The belt slips through two 
openings in front, so that the middle 
front presents an unbroken line—a pe- 
coming feature. 

If long sleeves are used they are set 
into narrow bands at the wrists. The 
outer part of band and lining are 
stitched together separately and should 
be made a trifle too loose, because 


petting the sleeve takes up a little, 


and if too close a measure has been 


taken the wrist bands will not be com- 


fortable. They can be finished loose 
enough to slip on over the hands, or 
made a rather close fit and fastened to- 
gether with snaps. Of course in the 
latter event there is no stitching to- 
gether of seams; the outer part and 
lining are stitched together across the 
top and down each end before setting 
on the sleeve. 


Pattern No. 1167 is one of those sim- 
ple and attractive one piece slip-on 
dresses that seem especially adapted 
Wash material.

depth. This opening should be bound, 


and it makes the dress easy to put / 


on and take off. 

An opening is cut on both sides of 
the front of the skirt and pockets made 
and set in. The pocket welts, the coi- 
lar, and cuffs will look well made of 
some contrasting color, while the sash 
should be made of the dress material.

Guarding the Mantel | Against Those Decorative Indiscretions|f

HE garniture of the saidnidarte 
with its surroun@ing members, is 
_often~ a perplexing problem to 
solve in the arranging and fur- 
nisnna @f a room. The fact that the 
mantel invariably occupies a conspicu- 
ous position makes it a dominating fac- 
tor of the composition. Being a fixed 


 @ecoration, it is used as an interjacent 


unit connecting the background and 
the furniture, and extends a basis 
upon which to build up the compost- 


tion. 
There is less Opportunity for abuse 


when the mantel and overmantel deco- 


ration are wholly architectural. In the 


‘handling of cases where there is no. 


fixed overmantel, atrocities are often 
committed. Undoubtedly the overman- 
tel space requires suitable decorative 
treatment. This may consist of a pic- 
ture—such as a portrait.or one of the 


eighteenth century fruit and flower 


pieces, a mirror, or a combination of 
the two—floral and mirror. A bas- 


-yelief or a carving is attractive as an 


overmantel! piece. 

Balance is an essential point in the 
arrangement of the overmantel adorn- 
ment. In case the picture, mirror, or 
whatever other object selected is not 
large enough to balance properly in the 
given space, some decorations in keep- 
ing with the central object—such as 
sconces—may be used to flank it and 
to complete the composition of the 
grouping. 

Contrast is an effective item to give 
emphasis. In using a picture framed 
in dark wood against a neutral or light 
background contrast may be acquired. 
The mantel shelf is ever subject to dec- 
orative indiscretions and is one of the 
chief decorative perils of a room. It 
is not difficult or unusual to find a 
room which obviously would be pleas- 


' {ng in arrangement and effect were it 


not for the maltreatment of the over- 
mantel. A cluttering accumulation of 
nondescript things on a mantel shelf 
is ruinous to any room. Trifling gew- 
gaws and displays of should 
be avoided. 

If there is a great deal of decoration 
in the mantel and overmantel: treat- 
ment it is not necessary to place more 
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than two or three movable objects on 
the shelf. In fact, in some the 
treatment demands that there none. 
Many people have a dread of empty 
spaces, deeming them monotonous, 
This is not always a prover attitude 
to take. If there are objects really 
worth notice on the mante! shelf the 
lack of other objects will only serve to 
emphasize their value and excellence. 

The objects of the garniture should 
be of a size to conform with the gen- 
eral composition of the mantel and 
overmantel. A large and overpowering 
mirror or picture should not be hung 
above a small sized mantel, nor should 
small and inadequate things be placed 
above a massive mantel, to spoil its 
dignity. 

It is often found that the overmantel 
decoration is made a feature of dom- 
inating interest, and then its attractive- 
ness is ruined by overdone garniture. 
When. the overmantel piece stands 
out emphatically, the garnitures should 

merely auxiliary factors. . If the 
overmantel decoration is subdued, and 
serves as a background, then the gar- | 
niture should be interesting.

If there be a central object 
on the mantel shelf, the arrangement 
of the garniture should be triple, such 
a@s vases, jars, candelabra, or candle- 
sticks at the ends, with some single 
object in the middle. If the mantel 
is long have three jars and two candle- 
sticks, for instance. Where there is 
a central unit, the total number of 
units must be uneven. When there 
is no central unit the number may be 
even—there may be one or two pairs 
of ornaments or four similar objects, 
equidistantly placed. 

The importance of the mantel and 
fireplace, with the chimney piece dec- 
oration, demands that it be the basis 
for the construction of an interesting 
grouping of movable pleces of furni- 
ture.

the Bible, has been for 243 years the best seller in our language, the Bunyan 
of “The Pilgrim's Progress from This World to That Whieth Is to Come,” 
the book which, if ever you go to his town of Bedford in the Midlands, you 
may see there in versions in more than eighty languages and dialects. 

And thus turning I found in that little book the same witchery of style, the 
same simplicity which still can produce effects so tremendous that they stun, 
and the samme passionate sincerity that makes you wiiisper as. you read, “ Here 
was a man!” } 

_ So, balancing the man’s life with his life work, I came into the secret of 
the man’s style and found it to be no miracle after all, but a very simple 
matter that we, too, could compass. All we have to do is to master one or 
two great books—so master them that théy become incorporate with us but 
still crowd not out thé speech we learned a& children before sophistication 
cheapened our talk or disillusion envenomed it. (In Bunyan’s case the two 
books were the Bible and Foxe’s “ Book of Martyrs.”) Along with study of 
these books we must follow some humble essential trade (Bunyan’s was pot 
mending) that shall bring us in touch with different kinds of folk all oyer' the 
shire, and as time goes on we must undergo great spiritual stress and baf- 
flement about God and our duty to him, and about the reasons for our tarry- 
ing here on earth and what boots it that we do tarry. And in settling these 
matters for ourselves we must comhe into conflict with powerful and in- 
trenched groups of men who are firmly convinced that they are divinely ap- 
pointed to settle those matters of the spirit for us, and the upshot of our | 
conflict must be that we are sentenced at the age of 32 to spend more than 
twelve yqgrs of our lives in prison for conscience’s sake and that we do duly 
and decorously work out that sentence, making tagged shoe laces the while 


to help support our family on the outside, and devoting the other hours to!

Thus may we become great writers. The training is long and fraught 
with a certain tedium, but the end is immortality and a style so alive that 
it\seems to walk’across the page, that is so simple that a child gives heed to 
the sagacious parable and the old mar ponders and nods and says, “ Even 
so!—even so!”

The passion which seizes the pen of Avery Hop- 
‘wood, for instance, when he sits down ‘to write a 
new.farce,is.a simple writing passion,.and ndt one 
more base. Here to his hand he has found a virgin 
subject. (a demi-virgin subject, did sotme one speak’), 
and no author resists that. Since the primal New 
Englanders burned the letter A into the skin of Hawthorne’s Hester, the sub- 
ject of sex had been safely shelved in America. Hopwood found it free, un- 
written, and now admissible. What wonder he folded it to his bosom and 
melted ecstatically into ten hundred. thousand words! 

There is much worse than “The Rubicon” to be found in American 
theaters and among its oldest undebated traditions. Go any Sunday night to 
one of those things called by the vaudeville promoters who stage them “ Sun- 
day night concerts.” In the so-called comic patter of a good percentage of the 
acts there fs an unfragrance of insinuendo that would sicken the most horsy 
horse.

It is from Jean Richepin’s masterpiece 
of French narrative, “‘ Miarka, La Fille 4 l’Ourse,” 
and in France this French film was respectfully 
titled with the author's choice. But one of the 
American rights to a foreign film seems to be the 
right to put the same kind of punch into the title 
as Dempsey put into the midriff of Carpentier. 
Miarka and Carpentier will never be the samé again.

Johnson, Samuel Coleridge, Henry Hallam, 
Robert Southey (poet laureate when he wre‘e Bunyan's life), Lord Macaulay 
(who wrote the two loving essays about the man, one of which you will! find 
in your Encyclopedja Britannica), James Anthony Froude (whos: life of Bun- 
yan is almost the. best brief biography in the English language), Charles 
Kingsley, Thomas Carlyle, Canon"Venables (who wrote another good life of 
Bunyan), Robert Louls Stev n (whose essay on Bunyan and the Bagster 
prints is charming and who phrase about Bunyan’s style—“ homespun yet 
impassioned ’—is a masterstroke of compact criticism), Nathaniel Hawthorne 
(who said that Spenser’s “Faerie Queene” and “The Pilgrim's Progress ” 
were the two great awakening books in the history of his imagination), Walter 
Besant (who declared the book to be the principal imagination seizer and 
stirrer in the development of his culture), John Richard Green, the historian, 
and the great Tuine, who, writing in the most beautiful language in the world 
for nuances—I mean the world of living men—still found the style of John 
Bunyan one of the miracles of human speech. 7 , 


It seems that Mme. Réjane and her camera directors erred because they 
made of her so many longshots and so few closeups. Acting for the camera, I 
learn, is most effective between the chin and the hair. Unless there has come 
some mysterious and new quality into pantomime since the invention was 
made that ean deliver it mechanically at second hand, this is absurd and a 
negation of the fundamental principle of acting. The best acting is centered 
in the solar plexus of the actor. Mr. Chaliapine, the Messrs. Barrymore, Mme. 
Paviowa, Sarah Bernhardt, Dusé, Chaplin, and Mme. Réjane use their hands, 
their feet, their eyebrows, and (forgive me) their guts in their acting. If it 
should come to a»choice, they had rather lose an eye than a leg. But appar- 
ently the movie actor can get along if there is enough of him for a closeup. 


Most of the views of Mme. Réjane in “Gypsy Passion” are full length. | 
When she acts, she acts all over. And in one scene of the French film there 
was, for me, a choking thrill which comes rarely from either the play or movie | 
house. Mme. Réjane was old Kate, the gypsy dowager of the story of nomad 
hearts and habits. The film ends with her death at the shrine of a miracle 
working saint in Brittany. She dies with her boots on, and the boots are on 
the film. As the great veteran actress sank in a mortal ecstasy of religious 
fervor (passionate in every inch of her body, and not in one foot of face alone) 
a sob rose in my throat. If this bit of master pantomime is to be rejected for 
a technicality by the movies, it can be accepted gratefuly for the permanent 
files of the theater, which is J gy dead from the neck down.

Congestion of tfraffic, as typified by 
the loop, is one of the worst enemeis 
of public safety faced by workers for 
triffic reform.

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Dairymen Want 


Marketing Pool 


By Frank Ridgway. 
AIRYMEN in the Chicago terri- 

tory who shoulder the responsi- 
bility of supplying milk to 4,000,. 

000 people every day are dis. 
satisfied with the present system of 
marketing their milk, and are urging 
codperative leaders to work out a new 
mn that will be more economical and 
equitab!e. Lack of organization and 
equipment for handling surplus milk 
has not only caused a great loss to 
dairymen but *has resulted in a condi- 
tion that is economically wasteful. Milk 
ucers in this district are looking 
forward to a plan that will save them 
from dumping milk into creeks and 
‘will bring a uniform price for their 
products in keeping with production 
costs. 
In the Chicago territory there are 
dairymen in twenty-six ¢ounties—ft- 
teen in Illinois, eight in Wisconsin, and 
three in Indiana—who insist they have 
a right to claim their shafe of. the 
business in this district around the 
lake. It is estimated that these men 
jin one year sell about 657,000,000 
pounds of fluid milk in Chicago alone, 
and about 873,333,000 pounds in Chi- 
cago and towns of 1,000 population in 
this district. Some idea of the sur- 
plus is gained by glancing at the 1920

Sharing the Market. 


While some of the dairyrnen in the 
oid Chicago zone, which includes elev- 
en counties in Illinois and three each 
in Wisconsin and Indiana, contend 
that the Chicago market belongs to 
them, leaders realize that in consider- 
ing a successful plan of, codperative 
marketing that will federate the pro- 
ducers in these three states, the entire 
territory must be'included. It is with 
this in mind that E. B. Heaton, directo: 
of the dairy marketing department of 
the American Farm Bureau federatioh,. 
in cooperation with farmers and dairy 
marketing authorities, has attempted 
to deyise an arrangement that will 
make it possible for dairy farmers to 
pool their interests, 

Those who have studied the situation 
closely say that if dairymen would | 
carry on intensive advertising 
paign, pointing out the true value of 
milk and its products, they could take 
care of most of this surplus of more 
than a billion pounds. Dairy authori- 
ties extimate that only about one-third 
of a quart a day per capita is con- 
sumed in Chicago. 


Checking the Waste. 


“We have a peculiar situation to 
deal with in this territory as well as in 
other dairying districts,” said Mr. Hea- 
ton. “ Almost all the farmers who pro- 
duce milk for sale want to sell itp as 
whole milk, in order to eliminate the 
labor an@ machinery necessary to sep- 
arate the cream, and feed the skim 
In the 
Dairymen’s league territory in New 
York and the Twin Cities association 
at St. Paul, dairymen are taking their 
whole milk to centrat skimming sta- 
tions to be separated. The cream is 
sold and the skim milk is made into 
powdered milk, used in making ice 
cream. Some dairymen sell the whole 
milk and buy powdered milk to feed to 
their calves. A greater use for pow- 
dered milk is expected to be developed 
80 that less skim‘ milk will have to be 
poured into sewers. 

Since the market has been flooded 
with condensed milk, many dairy or- 
ganizations over the country have 
found it more economical to separate 
the whole milk, maxe butter out of the 


ket all of their surplus as condensed 
milk, 

Central skimming stations have been 
established on a small scale in the 
Chicago territory, but they have not 
been used to any great extent since 


three years ago. 


_ Majority Must Join. 
In the new plan provisions will prob- 


tion equipped to dispose of surplus 
milk either as condensed milk or to 
separate it and make butter from the 
cream and use the skim milk in the 
Production of cheese and other proa- 
Ucts, depending upon the demand and 
upon what would be most profitable. 
According to Mr. Heaton, this plan 
has been attempted by the Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Coéperative Marketing compa- 
ny of Chicago, but he says they have 
not been wholly successful because the 
Majority of producers were not mar- 
keting through this organization. , 
Dairymen would be able to keep in 
Close touch with their selling prob- 
lems thgough the new plan of Mr. Hea- 
ton and his co-workers.

but frequent rains during the last 
week or two have kept the fields too 
heavy. 

In his semi-weekly report A. J. 
Surratt, agricultural statistician of this 
state, says winter wheat condition re- 
ports are more optimistic than anticl- 
pated, especially over the heavy acre- 
age district. Open winter conditions in 
this part of the state have left some 
fields thinned out, and some damage 
has been caused by water standing on 
poorly drained fields in parts of the 
state, 

Poor luck with spring pigs is the re- 
port coming from many parts of the 
state, but live stock generally has 
come through the winter in good condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Surratt’s report shows that the 
supply of farm labor is ample to meet 
a moderate demand. It is difficult to 
forecast just what the farm labor de- 
mand will be later. If the spring plant- 
ing season is unusually late, as some 
predict, farm hands would have no 
troubie in getting work, for there will 
be a big rush to get the corn and oat 
crop started. Indications are, how- 
ever, that farmers expect to cut hiring 
down to a minimum this season, be- 
cause it will be difficult for them to 


abreast, with one horse in the furrow 
and the rest on solid ground, it is 
necessary to hitch at a point farther 
away from the furrow than the point 
at which the plow operates with the 
least exertion. 

Six horse hitches are now being 
used on both discs and plows, with a 
disc following. Some use six horses 
hitched in tandem fashion, one team 
following the other,.or all six hitched 
abreast. The latter hitch, with di- 
mensions given, is shown in the ac- 
companying diagram.

Can Borrow Remaining Half. 


“If the prospective home owner has 
enough money to pay half of the cost 
of lot and building he usually can bor- 
row the remaining half. Men dealing 
in first mortgages are glad to make 
such loans on moderate priced homes 
reasonably well planned and built in 
desirable neighborhoods. At present 
most of them charge for their services 
a commission of 3% per cent of the 
amount of the loan. 

“A great many people can’t pay as 
much as one-third of the cost of the 
home they want. Sueh people should 
go to a real estat er who builds 
homes and Sells them on the install- 
ment plan. Usually he borrows about 
half of the cost of lot and building and 
then offers the place for sale. The 
purchaser pays about 20 per cent of 
the price and about 1 per cent of the 
price each month. This monthly,;pay- 


» Ment includes interest. 


“ Financing, after all, is simply get- 
ting temporary use of some one else's 
money. It should be repaid as soon 
‘as reasonably possible and a prospec- 
‘tive home owner must make sure of 
his ability to pay.”
